WHAT HARRIE SAYS. 


Claims to Know Nothing of the Fraker 
Conspiracy. 

RATON, N. M., Sept..5.—George Harrtie, 
one of the principal witnesses in establish- 
ing the death of Dr. Fraker by drowning, 
and who is accused by the doctor with be- 
ing his betrayer, is in the county jail at 
Springer, charged with burglary. He makes 
the following statement: 

“On July 10, Dr. Fraker, James Triplett, 
Alexander Manendez, a man named Mc- 
Murray, the driver and myself, went on a 
fishing trip. We did not reach the river 
near Camden until 7 o'clock that night. I 
saw Fraker drop into the river. It was 
about 9 o’clock In the evening. He sank 
out of sight, rose to the surface once and 
then disappeared. I do not believe it pos- 
sible for the man to have gotten out alive. 
Not one of us have ever seen the doctor, 
since that night, and I will not believe that 
he is living until I see him face to face. 


Our party remained in the neighborhood 
that night and next day, making every ef- 
fort to find the body, but without success,’’ 

Mrs. Ash, who is also in jail‘as an ac- 
complice of Harrie, in the burglaries, states 
that Harrie several times received remit- 
tances from an attorney of Liberty, Mo.;

The policy holders of the Mutual Reserve 
Fund Life cis who attended the 
meeting held at Germania Theater Wednes- 
day afternoon voted té appoint an executive 
committee of five to collect a small assess- 
ment to defray the cost of bringing such 
legal action as may be deemed proper. 

The association officers sent Third Vice- 
President Hollingsworth and Correspond- 
ing Secretary Patterson from the New York 
office and Manager of Agencies Robinson 
from Omaha. Judge Jones and his gon, 
local attorneys for the company, were pres- 
ent. 

The officials of the company were first 
invited to speak. 


Mr. Hollingsworth endeavored to show 
that the association was justified by law 
and their contracts with policy holders in 
increasing assessments according to

Judge McKeighan answered: ‘‘An appli- 
cation can be made on the ground of fraud, 
sir, or of such gross mismanagement as 
amounts to fraud. Bupt. Pierce found that 
the association had négkcted to return as 
a liability $477,792 in death claims reported, 
and what was thet?’ Cries of ‘“fraud’’ 
came from all over the house, and Mr. 

As to the solvency of the 
association, Mr. Bacon said that Supt. 
Pierce told him “e regarded all assessment 
companies &s-solvent because the policy-

heretofore, The action of the Board of Di- 
rectors {fm this respect has the endorsements 
of perhaps the highest authority in the 
United States, the celebrated Actuary of the 
Insurance Department of the State of Mis- 
souri, August F. Harvey. 

A reapportionment of rates having be- 
come necessary, and it being a fact that 
those who insured prior to the adoption of 
the resolution already referred to have not 
paid the full maximum rates even at age at 
entry as per our present table of rates upon 
which all business written since 1890 as 
those who insured since its adoption have 
done, tt was right and proper that the in- 
creased income required should be con- 
tributed by those who had received the ad- 
vantages of the low cost of insurance in 
the earlier years of the existence of the 
association. That such members have re- 
ceived advantages over those who have 
paid the maximum rates at age at entry 
will not be disputed by any one who will 
pes the trouble to carefully examine the 


ts. 

Up to the close of the year 1883 the aver- 
age annual amount paid in mortuary pre- 
miums and annudlbdues by a policy holder 

60 at entry was only $18.50 per $1,000, 
whereas a person insuring after the adop- 
tion of our present table of rates paid each 
year $43.68, or nfore than double the aver- 
age amount paid for the first three years 
by a@ person at the same age insured. in 
1881. The total average cost forthe first 
five years to a person 60 at entry, in- 
cludin ues and assessments, was 
only $24.05, compared with $43.68 paid every 
year from the date of hid policy by a person 
the same age at entry as per our present 
table of rates. In addition to the advan- 
tages already stated, those who instrred in 
1881 have now bonds. to their credit for one- 
third of the total amount which they paid 
in sessments:. These bonds will become 
available for the payment of assessments 
of annual dues next year, provided the 
policies are kept in force; and thus, by 
virtue of said bonds; the cost of insurance 
to the holders of them will be materially 
reduced. Compared with the rate charged 
by old system companies at age 60 from 1831 
to August, 18%, the saving in- premiums 
is $680.08 on ea $1,000 of insurance, 
or $180 more than the amount for which the 
policy was issued; and the cost even at the 
increased rate as per call No. 81 is $6.72 per 
$1,000 less than the ordinary life rate 
charged by old system companies at age 
60; that is, a person now 44 years of age is 
paying less than they would have paid 
every year from 60 up to 74 had they in- 
sured in an old system company. The sav- 
ing in premiums amounts to more than the 
average old system company now pays in 
dividends. It is true that the reserve or 
eaceqency fund now amounts to nearly 
$4,000,000, but a large proportion of this 
amount must be kept in order that the as- 
sociation may be able under all circum- 
stances and at all times to rantee the 
payment of every honest claim in full. 
The balance not needed’ for this purncee 
will be required for the payment ef bonds 
as they may mature. If no reapportion- 
ment had been made, and if, instead of re- 
apportioning the rates the Board of Direc- 
tors had allowed the association to go on, 
and the excess required for death lossses 
over the receipts available for their pay- 
ment were paid out of the accumulated 
reserve or emergency fund, the conse- 
quence would have been that the accumu- 
lated reserve or emergency fund. would be 
decreased ve by yeaw, the restilt being 
that there would be no money out of which 
to pay bonds as they matured; and, by rea- 
son of such decrease the security for the 
payment of death claims would be materi- 
ally lessened, the tendency of such a condi- 
tion being the want of confidence on the 
part of the insured; and it certainly would 
be taken advantage of by the rivals of the

ties in the United States. 


About the close of the year 18%, it was 
officially examined by the Insurance Depart- 
ment of Texas, Ohio, Illinois and South 
Dakota, and at the beginning of the year 
1895 was examined by the Insurance Depart- 
ment of the State of New York, and within 
the last fortnight the Actuary of the In; 
surance Department of the State of Mis- 
souri made an examination into ts official 
standing. Each and all of these public 
officials most clearly and emphatically state 
that there is no question as to its solvency, 
and in order that it may be perpetuated 
in the game sound financial tion in 
which tt now exists the Board of Directors, 
acting in accordance with the Constitution 
and also 4n full accord with tthe laws of the 
different States in which it is doing busi- 
ness, apportioned the rates, making. pro- 
vision beyond question for the payment of 
death claims. ng by the -fourteen 
years’ experience, the Executive, in ap- 
portioning ithe rates has aimed at callecting 
a sufficient amount to enable it to pay 
all losses in future without any further 
increase, 

It is probably unmec to state that 
in all cases and under all systems of life 
insurance the insured are themselves the 
insurers, They and they alone must pro- 
vide the money with which to pay death 
losses and expenses, and as the cost of 
insurance increases with advancing 
age, the insured must either pay more than 
it costs to carry him for a number of years 
after he insures, to provide for the increase 
in later years, or pay at an increasing rate. 
That the former is the more popular plan 
of insurance is-an undoubted fact, and 
therefore the Mutual Reserve has issued a 
new table of rates, upon which all business 
will be written after January, 1896; and, 
while the assbciation does not guarantee 
that there will be no change or increase 
above the rate indicated at age at“ entry 
ved such table, there is every reason to 

elieve that the premium will remain uni- 
form throughout the life expectancy of the 
insured.

Charter Oak been organized and conducted 
upon the natural premium or agscesmens 
plan it could have collected the $2.87 require 
and continued to furnish life insurance with 
absolute security, thus saving its policy 
holders the enormous loss which has re- 
sulted under the legal reserve g@ystem upon 
which it was conducted. 

Hving placed before you the facts relating 
to the circumstances which caused the 
Board of Directors to reapportion the rates 
as per the call No. 81, it now remains for me 
to answer a few of the statements which 
have been made in your local papers and ex- 
tensively circulated throughout the entire 
United States by the representatives of old 
system companies. 

The object of the present agitation in 
Missouri as claimed by those who have 
been instrumental ia exciting it is to place 
this association in the hands of a receiver. 
I cannot believe that the gentleman who 
went to New York is correctly reported in 
the Post-Dispatch of Aug. 28, in which he 
is made to state that “If policy holders 
should continue to pay for another year and 
the company should go down, the reserve 
fund would be extinguished and the policy 
holders would be liable under the laws of 
the States of Missouri and New York for 
the sufficient sum to pay the death losses. 
If the policy holders pay premiums called 
for, the receipts will more than pay the 
total amount required for death losses, 
leaving the reserve or emergency fund un- 
impaired. The statement already quoted 
would mean that more than seven million 
dollars would be expended in paying death 
losses within the year, or nearly three times 
as much as has been required in any one 
year. It further implies that the seven 
million dollars would not be sufficient to 
pay the losses. I shall not take up your 
time nor insult your intelligence with djs- 
cussing such a statement. It is, how r, 
in perfect harmony with statements made 
against this association by those who are 
opposed to its system, year in and year 
out for the last fifteen years. 

An effort is made to make it appear that 
the Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association 

not pay its honest death claims and 

that # compromises and resists a claim 
wherever the opportunity on whatever 
ground presents itself. ‘That it is the duty 
of a life insurance company to make a 
careful investigation into the claims of ben- 
eficiaries before finally paying out the policy 
holders’: money has been most clearly de- 
monstrated by the facts which have been 
revealed in connection with the Fraker case 
as published in your local papers, one old 
system peer having paid without hesi- 
Ration $10, in a claim made by the bene- 
ficiaries of a man who is still living. 

Scarcely a year has passed since 1881 with- 
out the insurance department of some State 
having made an official examination of the 
Mutual Reserve Fund Life Association: and 
in every case the examiners have testified 
that every honest claim is paid in full. 

About six months ago the association was 
by four different States, and 
among other things, they certified that the 
association not in any case attempt to 
resist any payment of any honest death 
Claim that is made upon it. Supt. Pearce 
of the insurance department of New York, 
in his certificate under date of pril 8, 
states that all proper death claims are paid 
in full, and that the small percentage of 
death claims which have been com- 
promised were in every instance of such a 
character as to make such compromise the 
duty of the management.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.— James Hudson of 
Washington, D. C., has placed a remark- 
able Chinese bed on exhibition in a. big 
dry goods store on Fulton street. The bed

THE SUGAR BOUNTY. 


Controller Bowler’s Decision Will Be 
Averse to the Planters. 


CHICAGO, IH., Sept. 5.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington, D. C., says: 
Controller Bowler of the Treasury Depart- 
ment will render his decision some time. 
to-day or to-morrow in the sugar bounty 
cages. It will be against the sugar planters 
and will result in the refusal of the Con- 
troller to pay over to them the $5,260,000 
appropriated by the last Congress for boun- 
ties under the McKinley tariff act, fone 
bounties were ended by the new tariff law. 

In the latter part of July the Controller 
refused to pay or approve of the claim of 
the Oxnard Beet Sugar Co. of Nebraska, 
which applied for tts bounty under the con- 
gressional appropriation. company’s 
application had been favorably passed upon 
by the Internal Revenue Bureau, but the 
Controller refused to’'allow a warrant to 
be issued for the money, as he believed the 
pty was unconstttutional., 

e consented to hear arguments, and on 
Aug. 17 a large number of the Southern 
sugar planters and the Western_company 
sent lawyers. The Controller reserved his 
decision and has now prepared an exhaust- 
ive review of the law,; touching upon such 
cases, and of the arguments submitted, and 
has decided not to pay these bounties, as- 
serting that Congress fad no right to pass 
the original bounty law.

MEXICO CITY, Mexico, Sept. 5.—Traffic 
is increasing so fast on the Tehuantepec 
National Railway that the Government.has 
to~<lay given orders that ten locomotivesand 
a large number of passenger, box and plat- 
form cars be brought immediately from the 
United States.

GERMAN RESTRICTIONS, 


ey 
Official Statement of Imports aad Quar- 
antine Prohibitions. 


WASHINGTON, Sept: 5—The Department 
of Agriculture has receivéd from, its agent 
at Berlin a statement of the imports of 
agricultural and other products into Ger- 
many. It shows that during the first six 
months of 189% the following percentage 
of the total imports of the German Empire 
of the articles specified were obtained from 
the United States: Cotton, 3 r cent; 
wheat, 15; maize, 56; and timothy seed, 
16; dressed beef, 69; oil cake, 33; lard lanelin, 
98. Accompanying the statement are copies 
of the quarantine and prohibition regula- 
tions now, in force in the German Empire 
in regard to the importation of live stock 
(whether for import or transit only) and 
fresh meat. These regulations are of import- 
ance in view of the stringent measures 
governing importations from this country. 
All live stock brought from. the interior of 
Germany must be examined by a veterinar- 
ian before permission is granted to trans- 
port it across the boundary line of the Em- 

ire. The expense of such inspection must 
be paid by the importer, and no animal 
affected with a contagious disease can be 
brought. across the line. The regulations 
affect various countries as follows: 

America—The feces of cattle and 
fresh beef is bited. The provincial 
presidents of thé German Government may 
order horses and sheep imported from the 
United States of America to be held at the 
landing place for'observation and inspec- 
tion. Pork tmportedfrom the United States 
must be accompanied by a Government cer- 
tificate of inspection. 

Russia—The importation of cattle, sheep, 
hogs and’ goats, whether for consumption 
or transit, is prohibited; also fresh beef, 
mutton and goat meat. ‘Prussian cities lo- 


ermitted to poh Lag ‘from: Russia for 
killing purposes; for immediate slaughter 
in their city slaughter houses. 
Austria-Hungary—The importation of cat- 
tle, sheep and togw ts prohibited. Cattle 
may be brought into Gerrrany, but only to 
city slaughter houses of ‘the large cities 
for immediate killing;* not from districts, 
however, that are quarantined on account 
of pleuro-pneumonia.or from any of the

The tailor who makes 
clothing after the European style receives 
the highest pay; his average is cents per 
day. Next comes the stonecutter with 19 
cents; carpenter, joiner, smith, with 17 
cents; printer, 15 cents; field hands, male, 
10 cents; female, 3 cents per day... Silk weav- 
ers are given board by the employers and 
$2.70 monthly. They work from twelve to 
sixteen hours, and, as there is no Sunday in 
Japan, the number of work days is not less 
than 450 in the year. The exports exceed 
the imports of Japan about $20,000,000 annu- 
ally.
